i a ra sorry did not have a chance to attend to our correspond- 
ence earlier but I have been too busy on other matters. You 
have now finished your MANA convention and we can get to work 
again . 

Unfortunately, most of the items which you s r nt me were not in 
condition which improved those which I already have so they 
are being sent back. All of them are returned herewith except 
the $2% North Carolina and the 2 sh. 6 pence of Connecticut 
and the $8 Continental of February 26, 1777. I am sending you 
a 20 sh . Connecticut, hole punched, uncirculated, dated June, 

1780, in exchange for your Connecticut piece which is hole punched 
and which is, at best, "fine". I an sure you will have no ob- 
jection to this item being exchanged because of the improvement. 

The^ $ 8 Continental Congress issue of the Baltimore Series was 
exchanged for a 6 of the same series in the same condition* 

My specimen of the £8 was a little poorer than yours. 

With respect to the North Carolina piece you trimmed it before 
you sent it to me and it has a bole in it, as you know* however, 

I am sending youa $30 British counterfeit of the May 20, 1777 
issue, these counterfeits being much rarer than the original 
issue. I feel you should have one of these counterfeits in 
your collection and hesitate to part with one of this type 
unless someone can appreciate it, and I am sure you can. This 
is fully described in my little article "Counterfeit Continental 
Currency Gor-s to War". 

I hope this exchange is satisfactory to you. 

As to the various other items which you have, I am really look- 
ing forward to state bank notes, town notes, railroad notes, 
turnpike notes, private issues, or anything else, as I collect 
every kind of paper money. I do not collect bonds. So, will 
you send a lot of your paper money to me for approval and I can

I certainly enjoyed talking to you and enclose, in 
triplicate, photocopies of pictures, etc. of the 1771 Virginia 
notes so that you and your experts can figure out what "Wm. 

Nn. Pr. Tobacco." means 

Tou will note that on one of the notes it reads 
"W.N.Pr. TOBACCO. * 


On two of the notes you will note that the small letters 
after each of the two large letters is high, whereas, the small 
letter after the P is normal. The best guess, therefore is, 
"William Nelson, President." 

Xou will note* particularly, that "Pr." is in a differ- 
ent type font on two of the notes than the prior letters, indi- 
cating something different and indicating that it is not all 
one name. If, however, the wore) "tobaoco" is to be tied into 
this abbreviation, "Pr." could stand for "processed", "pressed", 
proved", "prime", or something else. If William Nelson 
owned or was running one of the tobaoco warehouses for public 
tobacco storage, then some of the above choices might be 
possibilities. 

I would be most interested in the opinions you gather.
